MURDER.-IN SINGAPORE. 


Municipal Inspéotor Shot Dead. | 


Yesterduy afternoon, says the “Straits 
Times” of June.30, William Goularte was 
chatting pleasantly with his colleagues in 
the offices of the Manicipal Commissioners, 
and, three hours later, he was-lying dead 
on the floor of his house in: King Seng 
Piace, with shot wounds in his chest.
